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STUART CHASE 

The name of Stuart Chase, economist and author, Director of the Labor In¬ 
stitute, Inc., of New York, is familiar to readers of the Leaves. They know his 
writing and have heard his stimulating and provocative addresses. Many of them 
will hear him speak at the Oakland Municipal Auditorium Theatre, Thursday 
evening, February 23, under the auspices of the San Francisco Forum and Mills 
College. 

Mr. Chase was born at Somersworth, N. H., forty-five years ago. He studied 
mathematics and engineering for two years at the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology and later specialized in economics and statistics at Harvard, where he re¬ 
ceived his bachelor’s degree in science, cum laude, in 1910. In 1916 he received 
the degree of certified public accountant from the State of Massachusetts and was 
sent to Chicago to take charge of the investigation of Armour and Company, 
which was part of the general meat investigation. In 1918 he was transferred to 
the Food Administration and placed in local charge of the Control of Packers’ 
Profits under the wartime regulation of the Food Administration. After the war, 
he joined the Federal Trade Commission; wrote the volume on Profits for the 
meat investigation, and was placed in charge of the accounting features of the 
Milk Investigation. He left the Federal Trade Commission in 1921 and joined the 
Technical Alliance in New York, an organization of progressive engineers work¬ 
ing on a program of industrial coordination. It was at this time that he became 
keenly interested in the problem of waste from a wider engineering point of view. 
In 1925 he wrote Tragedy of Waste, which inspired the Saturday Review of 
Literature to say, "Congress should pass a law compelling every American citizen 
to read this book at least once.” Today he is Director of the Labor Bureau, Inc. 
He have traveled far and wide, analyzing the conditions at home and abroad. He 
has written material that has awakened the inner spirit of man, and he has lec¬ 
tured to thousands, giving them his own first hand information concerning exist¬ 
ing conditions and plans for the future. Mr. Chase is also the author of Men and 
Machines , The New Deal, and Mexico, and co-author with F. J. Schlink of the 
now famous book, Your Money’s Worth. 

Mr. Chase’s philosophy of life is suggested by his account of the type of com¬ 
munity in v/hich he would like to live. He says: "The question is not primarily 
what would make you happy, but rather what would make you more alive. I think 
that I should be appreciably more alive in a community that deliberately fostered 
good health ... a community rich in natural beauty, rich in architecture ... I 
should like to live in a community where I could do the kind of work that is the 
most fun. Fun for me is economic research and writing about it ... I should like 
to live in a world where good books were being published; where good plays and 
good music were just around the corner; where the arts and crafts were flourish¬ 
ing on indigenous, rather than imitative material, and particularly and especially, 
where good conversation abounded, together with the leisure to pursue it.”
